Hear Report on Question of 
Japanese-Canadian Deportation 



At its regular weekly meeting 
last night the Students' Executive 
Council held a Joint meeting with 
the Managing oBard and full edi- 
tors of The Daily, heard reports 
on the progress of Council action 
in connection wit hlhc Japanese- 
Canadian question and dealt with a 
long list of new business that leng- 
thened the duration of the meeting 
which commenced at S p.m. up to 
press time when The Council was 
still in session. 

At a two hour, meeting wit hthc 
Managing Board and full editors 
of The Dally, future policy of the 
campus newsptper was discussed 
and council members and editors 
exchanged views on the conduct, 
control .and administration of The 
Daily. A . number of recommenda- 
tions for the amendment of the con- 
stitution of The Daily were made 
by the council, which, following 
approval by a general staff meet- 
ing will come into effect. 

Among '-'the - recommendations 
which were approved by the Coun- 
cil were that editorials written in 
The Daily be initialed by the auth- 
or, that greater care be taken to 
ensure printing of essential and of- 
ficial notices which must appear on 
a certain day. That The Daily take 
greater' care in covering under- 
graduate society news. 

JAPANE8B.CAKADIANS 

The Council's committee on the 
Japanese-Canadian question made 
its final report at last night's meet- 
ing. The petitions which were pre- 
pared for student signature, pro- 
testing the deportation of more 
than 10,000 Canadians , of Japanese 
origin have been received by the 
Secretary Treasurer of The Coun- 
cil, and although some of the lists 
have been "disappointing" in the 
number of students who were will- 
ing to sign them, the committee re- 
ported that the lists will be for- 
warded to government authorities 
today. 

Other Business 

Women's 
Union) discussed the question of 
Women's Union fees, and a further 
report would be forthcoming, she

Dr. Brine Gives 
Talk on Women 

Columbia Psychologist 
Enumerates Problems 
Facing Fairer Sex

"III our society, it is an establish- 
ed fact that the unmarried woman 
is expected to go out and earn her 
own living, and not remain de- 
pendent on her unwilling father or 
brother." staled Dr. Alice Brine in 
a talk at Moyse Hall yesterday 
evening, the third in the series 
"Women in the Posl-War World. 

Dr. Brine, who addressed the 
capacity audience on the topic "The 
Dilemma of the Professional Wo- 
man", received her M.A. and Ph. 
D. degrees at Columbia University, 
where she Is at present a professor 
of spychology. . 

"Men are. wont to resent the in- 
trusion of women in many of the 
professional fields," the speaker 
stated. "They propose to send wo- 
men back to the home. What 
home?" Dr. Brine went on to quote 
several figures obtained in census 
reports showing the gradual in- 
crease in the ratio of women over 
men in the population, and estimat- 
ed that there ought to be about a 
million women In the United States 
who must of necessity be self-sup- 
porting. Without husbands, and 
without jobs, how are these women 
to mukc.i homes for themselves? . 

A short discussion period follow- 
ed the lecture, in which several m- 
terestlng questions were capably 
answered by Dr. Brine.

UBC Provides Housing Facilities 
For Married Student Veterans 



Vancouver, Jan. '23— (CUP)— Ac- 
comodation for eight veterans 
and their families have been pro- 
vided through the conversion of a' 
number ot army huts at Acadia 
Camp. These housing facilities have 
been made possible through the 
efforts of the University of British 
Columbia Canadian Legion Hous- 
ing Committee, and Lieutenant 
Colonel G. M. Shrum. 

All of the families occupying the 
suites have small children, and each 
of the buildings arc divided into 
three room apartments. 

The Housing Committee has also 
set a goal of obtainink one hun- 
dred prefabricated houses, which 
are to be reserved for the exclusive 
use of married student veterans. 
These would be located near the 
campus, so that students would 
not have to face the transportation 
problem. The houses arc to be pre- 
fabricated and portable, composed 



of four rooms. Each house would 
take one day to erect, with the 
rent set at twenty dollars a month. 

The University of British Colum- 
bia is the only Canadian University 
assuming the responsibility of .pro- 
viding room and board for the 
student veterans who are attend- 
ingunivcrsities. This is done at 
the Acadia Camp and Fort Camp 
through the reconversion of form- 
er services buildings. 

The Student Council of the uni- 
versity plans to float a hundred and 
fifty thousand lolar loan, which it 
would use to extend the Brock Hall 
Student Building, the main resi- 
dence on the campus. Construction 
will probably start on this new 
project late next year. It Is to be 
connected to the present Hall bby 
a closed runway, which is also to 
form a closed courtyard. The new 
residence is to include a cabaret

Text of Progressive Conservative 
Resolution 

Resolved: 

Article I 

(a) niat a Federal Labour Code setting up a National Standard for 
labour-management relations should be established, to Include genuine 
collective bargaining, with the out-lawing of unions financed or dom- 
inated by employers, and forbidding discrimination against any present, 
or future employee, for activities in aity labour organization, or for 
his race, colour, or creed. 

(b) That this code will endorse the principle of Union Security with 
Collective Bargaining, by the Union chosen by a majority of the wor'iC- 
ers through secret ballot, and that that union shall be the bargaining 
agent on behalf ot all the employees affected. 

(c) That this code will provide that all employees must join the 
union, which has been chosen under clause (b) and also that union 
dues' win be collected by the company and remitted to the union, if 
requested by the union, and approved by a majority of the employees, 
and the National Labour Relations Board. 

(d) That this code shall contain provisions for: the abolition of. sub- 
standard wages, the amelioration ot harmful and poor working condi- 
tions and a maximum working week not to c.\ceed 48 hours; annual 
holidays with pay; equal pay for work of equal value with complete 
equality of opportunity and treatment for men and women; a minimum 
age of employment; the extension of labour-management committees. 

(e) That to protect the individual employee, all union officials and 
all union votes on policy nvill be by secret ballot, and an annual report 
of an independent audit of union finances will be made to each member. 

Article 2 

(») That a National Labour Relations Board should be set up com- 
posed of representatives, in equal number, of the employers and of 
labour, and one or niorc representatives of the public at large. The 
Board will establish machinery for certifying and declaring which union 
will be the bargaining agent for the workers of a givfen.plant, in accord- 
ance with the procedure laid down in the Act. Penalties will be pro- 
vided for employers who Interfere with or restrain trade union activ- 
ities. - ; . 

(b) That industrial disputes wliich cannot be conciliated or other- 
wise settled, shall be referred for decision and report .to the Board 
whose hearings shall be in public. 

(c) That the Board upon complaint received, or on its own volition 
shall have power to investigate any labour organization or employers' 
organization to ensure that its activities are not prejudicial to the in- 
terests of its members, or to the Nstional interest, and do not interfere 
with.-tlleTdëinocratie: right of men to work.

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Music for All

Irani-fonned into beauty. Instruments have hear: 
found, some gay, like the violin, some nieliin 
rholie, like the cinrinctle, and men have wiiltnt 
their very lives into the sounds of an orchcsti'U 
or a single instrument. .Mthougli there nrc maiiy 
national, cliarncteiislics in music, yet basically 
it conveys the same great inspiration to man. 
It seems a pity that McGill students have 
.sn little time for music. We have a Faculty of 
Music, but in spile of ni.nny efforts to publicize 
it, most students know little about it. Moreover,* 
from information gathered it appeals that the 
present building in which our Faculty of Music 
is housed is rather inadéquate. Toronto Univer- 
sity has just enlarged its CoiisciTatory to make 
it one of the larpesi and best in the British 
Empire; why .<?liould McGili not do the ïame? 

. Wc have never known of anyone, wlio/ hav- 
ing heard some of the world's great music, did 
not feel in»pircd by it. Naturally, such an in- 
spiration ran only come with the study of 
music. It would certainly be a (;rpat a^sct to 
McGill if tiie Conservatory could be enlarged, 
to enable those who arc studying music profes- 
sionally to benefit from the advantages of a 
modern and wcU-cquipped school, and to make 
possible the introduction of music appreciation 
classes, through which all students would be 
able to experience the everlnstine inspiration of 
the world's great music 

On War Memorials

Though there may iciuaiii some doulil 
whether or not "pence' "has yet coiniiiciiccd, it 
is generally accejited that tlie War— when de- 
fined as the struggle against Germany, Italy 
and Japan— is over, and that the time is appro- 
priate for considering what kind of memorial 
Canadian universities should establish, testify- 
ing both to outîideis and to i)ostcrity the high 
regard the ahna mntcr holds for those of her 
sons now among the ranks of the glorious dead. 
For monuments several suggestions have already 
been advanced, ranging all the way from those 
of a strictly commemorative nature to the var- 
iety that also serve as gymnasiums and hockey 
rinks. Other proposals of a more abstract char- 
acter include a scholarship fund for children of 
servicemen and a somewhat idealistic plan for 
endowing "chairs of peace", where all students 
might be taught the causes of war and the 
means of overcoming them. 

Since it promises to be not only as tangible 
and as permanent as a stone monument, but 
genuinely useful as well, the war memorial gym- 
nasium is enjoying the greatest popularity; al- 
though its promoters arc frequently accused of 
exploiting its "momorial' significance to secure 
a practical addition to the university plant. It 
is usually n uyinnasiuin because everybody ap- 
pears to need one, or at least a better one, and 
as the undertaking in many instances is engin- 
eered by students to commemorate their follow 
students, it is thought that that type of build-

Planning an S850,000 expansion of their 
))resenl gym, to include indoor grandstands scal- 
ing 3,000 for their basketball courts, and nn 
artificial hockey rink, also sealing 5,000, not to 
mention numerous smaller facilities, McOill (re- 
gistration over fi.nOO), with only a third of their 
alumni canvassed, have already collected two 
thirds of Ihi.i objective. By signing over their 
C.O.T.C. pay during the war years, and by cam- 
paigning for .subscriptions among themselves, 
the students alone have realized almost StO,000. 
For their proposed new half million dollar war 
memorial gym, the Students' Council of the 
University of British Columbia (registration 
over 7,000) intend to float a bond issue this 
spring to the valuc^(^;$150,000, expecting their 
alumni to donate the* remainder. The University 
of Alberta (registration over 2,500) is employ- 
ing siijiilar means. 

The question which naturally interests us 
is, of course, what is to be done at Dalhousie. 
Wc need riot pretend wc must have a new men's 
residence or swimming pool to demonstrate our 
respect and apprcciotioh for those who gave 
their lives to save our necks — yet another brpnze 
plaque in the lobby of the library might not be 
out of jjhice. .\nd aside from the memorial aspect, 
it is despairing to observe other universities in 
the Dominion, and even in the ^Iarilimes, iin- 
dcrtakc ambitious expansion programs, whereas 
Dalhousic, now when the country is at tiic peak 
of a period of economic prosperity, must wage 
a struggle just to hold on to what she possesses.

It would be a 
much wiser procedure to first ques- 
tion the numerous veterans on the 
campus and then give expression 
rather than publish the article be-

Sir.- The dispatch that was is- 
sued by the court Ihot condemned 
Gen. Kurt Meyer read as follows: 

"He was convicted of inciting his 
troops to deny quarter to Allied 
troops, of responsibilily for his 
troops killing seven prisoners of 
war al his headquarters in the 
early stages of the Normandy cam- 
paign, and of responsibilily for his 
troops killing eleven other prison- 
ers of war at the same place," 

Not much later, Canadians were 
astounded when they lieard that the 
sentence on this murderer of our 
Canadian soldiers, who . also had 
families, was commuted to life im- 
prisonn^cnt. To add to the insult 
he was to be sent to our country to 
serve out his sentence. Because of 
this, many organizations, and espe- 
cially Veterans' . organizations,' im- 
mediately, condemned this latter 
action. I would like to congratu- 
late the Executive of the Veterans' 
Society for having joined these or- 
ganizations in protesting this ac- 
lion. Also, I congratulate them on 
the decision to bring this before the 
Veterans' Society for approval. A 
decision which contradicts those 
who shout so loudly at such "un- 
democrotlc" procedure. 

Tfiese same people wero not so 
energetic in condemning the deci- 
sion to deport loyal Jap Can- 
adians, but they act as if they 
would welcome this German mur- 
derer to our land as the best type 
of immigrant. Also, they were not 
very vociferous in encouraging the 
Executive in its recent flght for 
belter housing and increased ali 
lowances, etc. ...

V,S. These gentlemen have pitiful- 
ly omitted some of the facts of the 
trial. The court* martial trying Gen. 
Meyer, found him guilty with no 
recommendation for clemency. The 
chairman of the court martial, Maj. 
Gen, Foster, acting on the decisions 
of the court condemned Meyer to 
death. Some weeks later, Maj. Gen. 
Chris Vokcs, who wos not present 
at the trial, contrary to what "The 
Disillusioned Vet" asserts, but wos 
miles away from the scene, on re- 
ceipt of an appeal for clemency 
from Meyer, commuted the sent- 
ence to life imprisonment In Cana- 
da.— That Gen. Vokcs had the le- 
gal authority to do so is not ques- 
tioned, just as a higher authority 
could legally free the "Nozl Big-
